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Expect Fire Season to Continue 


As the Breeze went to press, a spokesperson for the 
Oregon Department of Forestry reported that the 
fire season continues in Clatsop County. Burning is 
prohibited during fire season, which usually extends 
from July through October, but varies from year to 
year depending on the weather. For current infor- 
mation on fire season, call the local office of the De- 
partment of Forestry at 325-5451. When burning is 
permitted—and before you burn—see “Fire and 
Smoke” in your copy of the Surf Pines Association 
Owners’ Information Guide, 2006-2007, page 10, for 
guidelines on burning small amounts of debris and 
the policy on disposing of large amounts of debris. 


Receive a Tsunami Watch or Warning 


A limited number of special radio receivers that 
alert you to a tsunami watch or warning are avail- 
able from the office at a special price of $55 for 
members. With demand more or less satisfied, the 
association is unlikely to restock these radio receiv- 
ers after the remaining few are sold. Last call.... 
(No cash, please. Either pay by check or ask the as- 
sociation to bill you.) 


Warning: Either Observe Speed Limit 
or Pay Assessment 


The posted speed limit on the roads of Surf Pines is 
25 miles per hour. Deputy sheriffs use radar to check 
speed. If drivers exceed the posted speed limit, then 
assessments may be levied against the drivers ac- 
cording to this schedule of fees currently in use by 
Oregon courts: 


MPH in Excess of Posted Speed — Assessment 
1-10 $94 

11-20 $141 

21-30 $237 

Over 30 $421 


Show these assessments to all of the drivers in your 
family and tell them who will pay any assessments.

Committee. Do not confront a hunter. Do not 
endanger yourself. But do get as complete a de- 
scription as possible of the hunter and the oc- 
currence of hunting, including time and place. 


Hunting is prohibited in Surf Pines. 


Place Political Signs Only on Private Property 


As election day approaches, note that, accord- 
ing to county regulations. signs, including po- 
litical signs, are to be placed only on private 
property, not on the Surf Pines Association’s 
right-of-way along the roads of Surf Pines. The 
association does not participate in any political 
campaign, as stated in its articles of incorpora- 
tion, and political signs are not to be placed on 
its right-of-way

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Report on the Annual Meeting e =

Approximately 110 members participated in the Annual Meeting with 75 present in person and 35 
more present by proxy. President Don Kruger highlighted the Surf Pines Association’s significant ac- 
complishments during the past fiscal year. Members elected directors, amended the bylaws, and ap- 
proved a budget. 


President Highlights Accomplishments 


In the President’s Report, Don Kruger highlighted the association's significant accomplishments dur- 
ing the past fiscal year, commenting briefly on each accomplishment: 


¢ Beginning renovation of the old gatehouse to provide a new meeting house in Surf Pines 

e Hiring a new security/maintenance manager, J. Rock Bauer, for Surf Pines 

¢ Sponsoring a crime-prevention workshop presented by the Clatsop County Sheriff's Department 
e Limiting hunting on the west side of U.S. Highway 101 near Surf Pines 

e Executing the “Surf Pines Pavement Management Plan” 

e Preventing flooding on the roads of Surf Pines 

¢ Sponsoring social events to promote positive community relations within Surf Pines 

¢ Providing new editions of the Directory and the Owners’ Information Guide 

Members Elect Directors 


Two directors were to be elected to replace Patrick Kelley and Tom Wilcox, whose terms were expir- 

ing. The Nominating Committee, chaired by Al Beck and including Burr Allegaert and Bonnie Rogie, 
nominated three candidates for the two open positions on the board: Norma Keever, Patrick Kelley, 
and Bob McWhirter. With no additional candidates nominated from the floor, the membership voted 
as follows: 


Patrick Kelley 73 
Bob McWhirter 69 
Norma Keever 48 


Members reelected Patrick Kelley and elected Bob McWhirter to the Board of Directors. 
Members Amend Bylaws 
Members considered two proposed amendments to the bylaws. 


The purpose of one amendment is to preserve the current character of Surf Pines by retaining current 
Clatsop County restrictions applicable to Surf Pines, notwithstanding Measure 37. The amendment 
emphasizes preserving the ocean and forest views, the open yards, and the low density that currently 
characterize Surf Pines. Members’ discussion of the amendment focused on clarification of terminol- 
ogy, such as the term setback line. After discussion, members approved this amendment by a vote of 
83 to 15. 
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Report on the Annual Meeting (Continued) Piss aut 


The purpose of the other amendment is to provide a member who is slow to pay dues and any fees with 
an incentive to pay as promptly as his or her neighbors pay. The amendment increases the penalty for 
delinquent payment of dues from $10 per quarter, an amount that does not cover the cost of collection, 
to $15 per month. It also applies a monthly penalty of either $15 or 5% of the unpaid amount, which- 
ever is larger, for delinquent payment of a gate fee, a development fee, and a road-impact fee. Members’ 
discussion of the amendment focused on whether the monthly penalty should be set even higher than 
$15. After discussion, members approved this amendment by a vote of 93 to 5. 


Members Approve Budget 


The Budget Committee, chaired by Tom Wilcox and including Gene Bourquein, Bob Gazewood, Norma 
Keever, Don Kruger, Bob McWhirter, Bonnie Rogie, and Ken Weber, recommended to the board and 
the board, in turn, recommended to the membership an annual budget for fiscal year 2006-2007. The 
budget includes total income of $157,575, total operating expenses of $186,200, and an ending carry 
over of $93,096. Although operating expenses exceed total income in the budget primarily because of 
$25,000 budgeted for renovating the old gatehouse into the new meeting house, the Budget Committee 
and the board cited the projected ending carry over of $93,096 as indicative of the fact that the associa- 
tion can afford to provide its members with an inexpensive meeting house in Surf Pines. With little dis- 
cussion, members approved the budget by a vote of 92 to 4.

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After Amending the Bylaws, What Changes Can Members Expect? = 





An amendment of bylaws represents a change. What changes can members of the Surf Pines Associa- 
tion expect after amending the bylaws at the recent Annual Meeting? 


One amendment increases the penalty for delinquent payment of dues from $10 per quarter to $15 per 
month. For example, if a dues statement dated October 1, 2006, is not paid by October 31, then the 
dues are delinquent and a penalty of $15 per month is added to the amount that is owed. 


Similarly, this amendment sets the penalty for delinquent payment of any fees and assessments at ei- 
ther $15 per month or 5% of the unpaid balance, whichever is higher. As examples, if a gate fee of $225 
is delinquent, then a penalty of $15 per month is added to the amount owed, and if a development fee 
of $1000 is delinquent, then a penalty of 5% ($50) per month is added to the amount owed. 


For the huge majority of members who pay their dues and any fees and assessments in a timely man- 
ner, nothing changes as a result of this amendment because these members pay no penalties. For the 
tiny minority who are slow to pay, however, this amendment provides an incentive to pay as promptly 
as their neighbors pay. 


The other amendment preserves the current character of Surf Pines by retaining current Clatsop 
County restrictions applicable to Surf Pines, notwithstanding Measure 37. In other words, the amend- 
ment adds to the bylaws key county restrictions regarding the ocean-front setback line, lot setback 
lines, maximum heights of buildings, minimum sizes of lots, and single-family-residential use so that 
these restrictions will still apply to development in Surf Pines even if the county were to waive them in 
response to a claim under Measure 37. The purpose of this amendment is to ensure that nothing signifi- 
cant changes in the current character of Surf Pines—to ensure, for example, that when members look 
toward the ocean years from now, they will still see the ocean as they see it now, instead of seeing 
ocean-front 10-story condominiums on little lots littering the dunes. 


Location of Mailboxes Presents Solvable Problem asad 
by Bill Barrons and Ken Weber 


At a recent meeting of the Roads and Grounds Committee, issues regarding the narrow roads of Surf Pines were 
discussed. One solvable problem that was identified is that a few mailboxes are located too close to the edge of 
the pavement. These mailboxes present a problem when large vehicles that are traveling in opposite directions 
meet. Drivers choose between risking a collision with either an oncoming vehicle or a stationary mailbox. 


The U.S. Post Office requires only that the bottom of a mailbox be approximately 38 inches above the ground 
and that the mailbox be close enough to the road so that the postal carrier can easily deposit mail in it. Histori- 
cally, the Roads and Grounds Committee has recommended that the front of a mailbox should be a minimum of 
18 inches from the edge of the pavement, a recommendation that has been published in the Breeze as recently as 
2005. The committee asks that you check the location of your mailbox. If the front of your mailbox is less than 
18 inches from the edge of the pavement, then please move the mailbox back to at least that distance to reduce 
the chance of an accident. 


The Roads and Grounds Committee will check the location of mailboxes during the next several months. If the 
front of your mailbox is less than 18 inches from the edge of the pavement, then you might receive a letter asking 
that you move the mailbox back.

Reported Vandalism Is a Felony 
Editors: 


The previous edition of the Breeze included an article about a member of the Surf Pines Association who 
reported vandalism on her property between Manion Drive and Ocean Drive. According to the article: 
“A number of beautiful old trees that she treasured were felled surreptitiously, apparently to improve 
the vandal’s ocean view.... The quality of the work indicated that it was done by an amateur with a 
chain saw who was either working at night or in a hurry. Hiring a professional arborist to repair the 
damage that was done by the vandal cost the member approximately $1600.” 


In this case, the vandal should be advised that intentionally doing property damage in excess of $750 is 
first degree criminal mischief, a class C felony. The vandal also should be advised that anyone who 
knowingly fells someone else’s trees and shrubs is liable in civil court for triple damages, plus (at the 
discretion of the court) attorneys’ fees, costs of investigation, and costs of reforestation.
